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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Arguments 
filed January 29, 2004 are persuasive. Note that while analytical systems using moving 
tapes for analysis are known per se (see, e.g., Miyata of record), the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest elongate test devices of the form claimed provided on rolls in an 
analytical device for passing test devices through the field of a detector. 

2. Applicant's comments regarding the teachings of Parce '470 beginning at coL 6, 
line 23 are noted. The text cited by applicant is a particular embodiment, but a broader 
teaching of using non-rigid substrates per se is found, e.g., in the preceding two 
paragraphs.
